If, 
for exumple, M. Mendes 
France has in mind ac- 
ceptance of the Vietminh 
partition plan which would 
permit the rebels to achlevo 
political domination — of 
northern Vietnam and afford 
them considerable influence 
in Cambodia and Laos, this 
would be nothing Jess than 
ao sell-out. Neither the 
United States nor Britaln 
could be a purty to auch a 
sottlement, for while it 
would ensure a ceasefire, at 
would completely compromise 
the future safety and 
integrity of Indo-China and 
would pave the way for the 
eventual control of the whole 
country by the Communists, 
M. Mendes France avers 
that he has ideas on how to 
reach an Indo-Chinn settle- 
ment at Geneva which he 
intends to put before the 
French National Assembly 
this week, The , world 
awalta thelr disclosure with 
unconcealed interest, — but 
few, if any, believe that he 
can put forward a formula 
that will be equally accept- 
able to the Communist and 
non-Communiat delegates. 


pe apparent optimism of 
M. Mendes France 
contrasts sharply with the 
latest attitude of Mr Eden 
regarding the prospects of 
reaching an agreement at 
Geneva, The British Foreign 
SYecretary has nuw suggested 
that tomorrow Ye regarded 
as the deadjine for the con- 
ference to decide whether 
complete failure to compose 
differences must be officially 
admitted. In light of the 
new political situation in 
France this is, perhaps, 
rather rushing things, and 
it is unlikely that the Com- 
muniata will be prepared to 
ttyree with Mr Eden’s pro- 
posal, it is extremely 
important for ‘all parties 
concerned to know whether 
or not M. Mendes France 
has succeeded [nm winning 
sufficient support in the 
National Assembly to 
become Premier and form a 
Cabinet. If he obtains the 
required vote it will become 
imperative that he should 
be able to rend a delegate 
to Geneva to place before 
the conference his _pro- 
posals for on Indo-China 
settlement. On the other 
hand, {f his candidature is 
rejected by the National 
Assembly there will be little 
point in continuing the 
present fruitless sessions nt 
Geneva.

for tebuilding the Panama 
Conal ut a cost of more than 
£1,000 million, 

One proposal is to change the 
waterwiy from a canal with 
lock» which = Jitt ships up 
through different levels, to a 
sea-level channel through 
which ships could pass from 
the Atlantic to the Paellic 
almost without altering speed. 

The canal, which wus 50 
years old In May, js considered 
Inadequate for modern needs 

10 YEARS’ WORK 

It took 10 yenrs for Amecri- 
cuns to complete the 5Si-mile 
canal after they took over the 
task in 1904, Since It was 
opened on August 15, 1914, 
ships have pussed through the 
narrow locks almost 260,000 
times. 

Experts now warn that it must 
be replaced with something not 
only able to cope with more and 
bigger ships, but also defendable 
against atu bomb attack. 

Engincers in a report to Con- 
gress estimate it would take 
about 40,000 min working 10 
years to modernise the canal. If 
It ls converted into a sea-level 
waterway, they would have to 
move more rock and poll than 
was excivated during =the 
original mountain moving opera- 
tions.

ment in the major countries was not assured. 


The Communist states had 
decided by 1963 that they 
would have to slow down 
the rapid production of 
goods for investment and 
use more of thelr resources 
to increase preduction of 
consumer ound agricultural 
woods, it said. 

“Drastic alterations” in long 
And short term hia had been 
made. Meanwhile, consumption 
had been increased by running 
down stocks, Tho dinerease in 
agricultural output planned 
was so great that “its uchleve- 
ment would forny a major task 
for the area.” 

The report concluded that 
this need for consumer goods 
coupled with the appearance of 
n cupacity in Western Europe 
for providing them “appears toy 
be providing the basis for a re- 
covery in East-West trade” —. 
which fei! away between 1950 
and 1953, but appeared to be 
recovering later last year. 

Communist China's Industrial 
production had also = risen 
rapidly sinco 1950, and it wan 
intended to Increase the output 
of consumer goods by taking 
sutplus rural labour into the 
factories. Suppiles of goods 
had already Increased. 


NO PLANS 


Warning that the improve- 
ment in world trade might not 
be maintained, the report noted 
there were no international plans 
ta meot possible recurrences of 
the frequent and often violent 
fluctuations In the prices of 
raw commodities during reoent 
years. 

Under - developed 
which rely largely on raw 
material cxports did not 
generally fare op well as the 
economically balanced countries 
ond many suffersd setbacky in 
economic activity and invest- 
ment during the year, 

The report reviewed economic 
developments from 1950 to 1053 
and attributed the underlying 
improvement in the dollar 
problem during this as a whole 
to an increase in the output of 
agricultural products ond of 
fuels In the non-dollar area. 

it sald the balance of the 
non-dollar world with the dollar 
area improved considerably in 
1952-53—and was especially 
rapid in the sterling areca, 

Tt added though that when 
considering progress towards a 
solution of the dollar problem it 
was important to realise that

The cconomic situation in 
the raw material exporting 
countrics of the Far East was 
lurgely determined by Une con- 
sequences of the slump in 
1953 and tho changes In food 
vutput. 

Production for ¢xport was 
cut, stocks were no longer ac- 
curmnulating—and were probably 
reduced as well—and  {mporte 
were alsy reduced following 
restrictions Imposed by Govern- 
ments, 

There was a fall In the rice 
crop in Japan though industrial 
production increased due to more 


public investment, military ex- 
penditure, private investment 
partly related‘ 4o rearmament, 
and demand, 

Imports Increased in Indonesia 
and the Philippines due to an 
iIncrerse in food production, 
while the opposite occurred in 
Palcistan. 

Exports also fell in 1953 in 
the rice exporting countries of 
Burmo and Thailand, 

The report has been compiled 
mainly from official data su 
plied by Governments and is the 
sixth in a series of comprehen- 
sive reviews of world economic 
conditions. 

It Is designed to aid the 
United Nations Economic and 
Social Council to assess the 
world economic situation and to 
make appropriate recommenda- 
tlons and will be presented at 
their next meoting in Geneva on 
June 29.—Reuter.

HE HAS ACHIEVED THE 


AMBITION OF A LIFETIME 


Sensations occur overnight: .T he following day they are often 


forgotten. 


Small wonder then that the sporting headlines of a certain 


August morning in 1948 announcing “the arrival of a new racing star” 
received little more than scant atten tion. 


True the lad, a 12-year-old schoolboy, 
bealing some of the top riders In the business, 


had won the Wigan Selling Handicap, 
But horse-racing thrives on surp 


and anyway happenings at the Oval, where England’s cricketers were belng rout 
hy the Australians, provided more important food for thought. 


But the schoolboy whos not 
content to be nu one-day wonder, 
He had got out in front, and he 
meant to stay there, 

He did. His name in Lester 
Piggott. Now, at 18, he has 
achieved the ambition of a )ife~ 
tlme, one that many — great 
jockeys never achieve, one that 
took even the great Sir Gordon 
Hichards 30 years to attain, He 
rode the Derby Winner. 


The name of his horae was 
Never-Say-Dic, How apt. It 
sums up his jockcy’s determina- 
tlon, 

The Piggott'’h are a racing 
family. His father, Keith, was 
a dashing steeplechase rider and 
{hn now a successful trainer, 
Grandfather Piggott's name Ig 
recorded three times in the list 
of Grand National winners, 

So young Lester was born 
with a silver riding whip In 
tn mouth. If he wanted to be- 
come wu jockey, he would never 
lack for opportunity. 


SEIZED HIS CHANCES 


He seized his chances with 
both his strong young hands, 
At fourteen he was a full-blown 
jockey. He had ridden 42 
winners. With them went the 
right {o clalrn the apprentice 
allowance, At 16 he was in the 
£10,000 a year class. 


Everything In the 
seemed lovely. 

Tt was—from the outside. 

Inside, however, there was 
strife, Success, which had 
Drought fame ond wealth, hod 
its dsadvantages, Lester be- 
came a poor Iltile rich boy,

Americans 


Geneva, June 16. 

United States and Chin- 
exe representatives are to 
meet here today for their 
third conference on the 
problem of Americans _{m- 
prisoned in China and Chin- 
ese students allegedly de- 
tained in the United States. 

The Chinese will reply to an 
American list of “hmprisoned or 
detained Americans” in China, 
handed in at’ the Iast meeting 
on June 10. There are 93 
American civilians in China, of 
whom 32 are [In prison, three 
presumed under arrest and 19 
unable to obtain exit permits. 

A total of 28 American mili- 
tary personnel are also under 
arrest — 18 from the United 
States Alr Force and 11 from 
the Navy and Const Guard. 

The Chinese delegation here 
alleges that the United States 
hag “detained” about 56,000 
Chinese citizens, mainly stu- 
dents in America, but the 
United States authoritles deny 
this. 

The meeting will be held at 
the Palace of Nations and the 
chief delegates are expected to 
be Mr Wang Ping-nan, 
Secretary-General of the Chi- 
nese delegation to the Asiatic 
conference, and Mr U. Alexts 
Johnson, American Ambassador 
to Czechoslovakia and a mem- 
ber of the American delegation 
to the Korea and Indo-China 
peace talks.—Reuter.

Moscow, June 15. 

Mr Harold Wilson, former 
Socialist President of the British 
Board of Trade, arrived by air 
last night for a two-week visit
